They are in session for four months and 
yet they have done practically nothing 
towards improving China’s finances pro- 
perly. Except the passage of the Stamp 
Tax Bill, they havo no practical method 
of securing revenues for China. Every 
valuable day scems to be wasted ‘in the 
empty, discussions about arty rights, 
adininistrative systems — for different 
ministers, or fruitless attempts in the im- 
peachment of the Premier who, next to 
tho President, is labouring under reat, 
difficulties. ‘The Council should, there- 
tore, devote the whole time and onergy 
in preparing the: budget and devising 2 
reasonable system of taxation. — 

On the opening day of the Council the 
President said: ‘1 wish our people would 
e air to gain thoir liveli- 
hood, but, should concentrate their atten- 
tion to what is underneath ‘their fect,” 
The future great revenues of China must 
come also frory underneath the feet. The. 
President has opened the eyes of the 
Council to the right way of obtaining 
money for the nation because he knows 
that China has great natural resources 
untouched, Let us not mention the in- 
ereaged trevenne-China is to get from the 
revision of the tariff, the stamp tax, the 
income tax and the taxation on liquors 
and tobacco. Let us simply mention the: 
mineral and. agricultural resources of 
the country. Lloyd George said that 
England had eight million pounds ster- 
ling worth of mine royalties, That would 
mean, say,.one hundred and sixty million 
pounds worth of mine resources. Accord- 
ing to W. E. Macklin, China has possibly 
twenty times as much of maine 


valuca as 
England, or, say, £3,200,000,000. his 
would give a royalty at 6 per conf. of 
£16,000,000,. That is to say, the rental 
value or royalty of all.the Chinese mines 
would be equal to the capital value of 
English mines. This vast sum of royalty 
will gradually but surely become. avail- 
able to the great Republic when. liberal 
laws are devised. to help the infant in- 
dustry. 


The land tax in China is capable of 


much expansion. According: to, the 
Statesman’s Year Book of 1900, the land 
tax in China was ° approximately. 
$400,000,000 a year. But according to Dr. 
Sun Yat-sen's -cstimatd _ China has 
40,000,000 mow, or 66,000,000 acres, of 
tillable lands, He believes that at 2 rate 
of twenty cant taxation per Mow a re- 
yenué of $80,000,000 is available. Mr. E. 
T, Williams, of the American, Legation, ! 
in his “Taxation for China” published 
by the Quarterly Journal of Eronomics 
af Moy, 1019; saya: ~“‘ Taking: the whole 
empire into consideration, we may 9ay | 
that the land tax varies from $0.04 gold 
per acre for the poorest lard in Bhansi 
to. $0.99 gold per acre for the heat Jand 
in Chekiang, and the grain tax from one 
gill of rice per acre in certain parts of.

Other letters will follow calling attention 
to the demand in China for forcign. goods 
thraugh Chinese. agents, and representa- 
tives. will be sent to establish agency 
relations and make initial purchases. 

The manufacturers of Europe will bo 
approached in a similar way. Mr. Hsu 
Swee-lin, manager of the Shanghai 
branch, and the originator of the’ cam 
paign, says that he Jooks: for a big 
response, ta eare for which the firm 
already has o. large organization through 
out China, The letter prepared for Amo- 
rican manufacturers is ax follows :—:

England need not be efraid of losing 
her supremacy at tennis ao long as-sha 
plays as well as sho did to-day. But. if 
sho will bo ablo to keep it.up for long— 
relying as she docs mainly on the players 
who have since long reached the voteran 
atage-—ia another matter ; but the 
memorable matches played during the 
last’ few weeks at Wimbledon’ and hero 
clearly. show that the pick-of the, Con- 
tinental players are no match for the 
British players. The latter proved vic- 
torious in almost every match they had 
tn contest in the final rounds of the cham- 
pionships and the international. games. 
Those .who watched the All England 
Championships at Wimbledon will ; not 
soon forget that real battle of styles when 
A. W. Gore, tho smal! mijitary looking 
veteran (who will be 45, next birthday ty 
beat the young French giant André 
Gubert, who, had worked his way into the 
final of the Singlea Championship by 
beating in turn the Lrish chanpion, J. 
C.- Parke, the German champion, F. W. 
Rahe, and his compatriot, Max Poongis, 


Beforo his match with Gore, who. ix ex: ' ; 


ceedingly active in spite of-his years, the 
French champion, who wore his happy 
smile, found many backers, who evidently 
forgot that this young. man js a man of 
moods. Ho has tho true French tempera- 
mont: happy and smiling one moment, 
a. few mistakes made through over- 
confidence perhaps, a doubtful decision 
or gome net cord strokes. against him, 
can plunge him in the deepest despair 
and. actually lose him the set and the 
match, In short, Gore heat Gobert and. 
beat him on his merite, -SoVéral times 
Gobert, the past-mastet of the volley and 
the smash, camo to the-net only to bo 
passed by a beautiful shot down the line. 


The result was that Gobert lost confidence, 
played far too much ‘from the back of 
the court, and Gore driving harder and 
more accurately than ever won well’ in 
four sets (0—7, 2—6, 7-6, 6—1). 

That in the Challenge Round the New 
Zealand player, A. F. Wilding, ‘for the 
third consecutive time retained the Cham- 
pionship by beating the challenger, Gore, 
necd hardly be commented upon ; the Cup 
remains within the British Empire. 


Even a. moro brilliant and ancxpected | 


victory was gainod in tho Doubles Cham- 
pionship, where tho holders, Decugis and 
Gobert, were beaten by the challengers, H. 
Roper Barrett and C. P. Dixon. Both 
‘these players have long reached the 
veteran stage, but. nobody could wish for 
a more youthful and pushful game than 
they played. The hero of the match was 
undoubtedly Barrett, who almost won the 
imatch off his own racquet after once 
Gobert had started ‘to sorve double. faulta 
and slash easy balls into tho net.. Dixon 
was nob at his strongest, but very safe, 


and poor Decugig, who looked gravo-and 


anid nothing, while Gobert almost cried, 
volleyed well and played splendidly over- 
head. - Noither the Germans who com- 
peted, C, Bergmann and Caron Otto Von 
Bissing, nor the Danish and Belgian 
champions, 
could qualify for a prize, and altogether 
the Championship mecting at Wimbledon 
was a fine all-round success for British 
lawn-tennis. 

‘And so was the match that followed, 
between the ‘All England Lawn Tennis 
Club” and the Berlin ‘Turnier Club,” 
both teams comprising several of the beat 
players of the respective countries, This 
was a return match, the British players 
earlier in the season being soundly beaten 
on the hard courts at Berlin by 11 matches
